This game now has a stand-by player: Mehran Thomson Jr., 12825 Dixie Street, 
Detroit, Mich. 48239. Since William Sullivan, playing Italy, did not send in "Fall 
1902" mores, Thomson is asked to send in Italy's "Winter 1902" build. If Thomson sends 
in such a build, and Sullivan docs not, Thomson will then take over the play of Italy 
in 1966R. 

BERLIN: The French army of General Joffre, whieh has been fighting its way through 
Germany in a desperate attempt to intimidate the will of tho German people^ was cor- 
nered 3 km outside of Stettin yesterday, and forced, after an attack by Alliod troops, 
to retreat towards the lako country of Prussia. 

General von Emmich's troops, aided by the Cossatks of Russian General Danilov, 
broached the hastily croctod French defenses t and forced them into full rotrcat. Al- 
though dcop in enemy territory^ tho French, either through accident or stupidity^ had 
failed to post sentries, and wore caught by surprise. Several theorists point to the 
capture, earlier in the week, of one of tho area's finest breweries as a possible rea- 
son for such negligence. 

BERLIN :"The war," stated Chancellor Btilow, " has taken a turn for the bettor. 
Thanks to the timoly help of our orstwhilo allies, the Russians^ tho French throat to 
tho capital has boon lifted. Wo may now turn our attention to tho west, whore the 
victory is yot to be won, 

"Wo may yet sec tho English come to their senses, and fight xiith us against the 
descendants of Napoloon and William the Conqueror. The people of Britain responded to 
those throats - can thoy not see the prosont ono?" Sources close to the Chancellor

such a warn hearted reception before* carrying the toxt of the November 1900 agreement 
signed by Franco pledging "otornal friendship" with the Reich. 

WASHINGTON: President Roosevelt today announced the result of the recent CuboJ\ 
vote on its status vis a vis the U. S.. i 62% for statehood^ 21% f or associate status^, 
and 17% for various other orrangmonts. Ho noted with pride that only 4% voted for in- 
dependence). The four- years of American rule have,, in the words of Governor Tomas Es- 
tradai "brought poace and prosperity to our island"* Congress is expected to pass a 
resolution noxt wook making Cuba the 46th state. The troops that have been combatting 
pro-French guerrillas in the mountains will bo withdrawn as soon as a police forco has 
boon formed in that area to deal with the problem. One reason that statehood has been 
desired, by tho Cubans is that thoy are afraid of the French insurgents.

.COfETANTINOPLE: A collection has boon started to send Prince Otto a dictionary 
sinco he can't spell.

Dr. A. Ohne Umlaut, who is in Romo for an audience with Pope Sylves- 
ter I?. "Tattooed across his chost is a representation of German troops marching 
through the Arc de Triomphe in Paris in 1871. What illustration could bo grander 
than that?" 

JUNEAU, R. A. (11 Sept. 1902, IRNS) : Tho Imperial Flag was raised and tho flag of 
tho United States was lowered in a ceremony identical with those in Manila and Hono- 
lulu, today. 

President William Bryan of the United States, olected on an anti-Imperialism 
plank^ signed the transfer bill^ after a year-long fight in Congress, on September 1. 

The Russian Empire has paid a total of Ru 50 million, about #75 million at tho 
current rato, for the territories of Alaska, Hawaii, the Phillipines, and eastern 
Samoa. Tho latter territory will bo united with Gorman western Samoa under a condo- 
minium government. 

LMBERG, GALICIA (15 Sept. 1902, PNA) : "The Sultan of Turkey is engaged inmost 
unladylike action," Col. Nikitin announced at a press conference in the toon hall, 
today, "My feelings would justify far stronger words but Russians are fcgentlemeh." 

ROME (29 Sept, 1902): Pope Sylvester IV today offered to mediate the apparent 
civil strife taking place in the United States of America. "Reports from that nation," 
he aaid in a sermon on tho Festival of St. Ignatius tho Voracious , "indicate that Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Bryan are both claiming the title of President. Mr, Roosevelt , with 
whom the German Imperial Government is in contact, setms to have control in tho East, 
and has just announced the incorporation of Cuba into the U. S. A. Mr. Bryan, on the 
other hand, has just signed a treaty with tho Russian Empire under which certain Ameri- 
can Pacific territories havo been sold to Russia 0 Obviously tho split between Mr, 
Roosevelt's policy of imperialism, and Mr. Bryan's policies of anti-imperialism and 
populism, havo brought America to civil war. The good offices of tho Vatican ore hcro- 
by made availablo to America for tho settlement of this conflict, as they ore also for 
the negotiation of tho present European war and the state of anarchy nor? existing in 
Italy 0 " 

St. Ignatius, in whose honor tho festival was proclaimed, was thrown to tho lions 
in the 3rd century by tho Roman Emperor Sextus Licentius Hollof agabolus Disgastus 
Caesar, Confronted by the ferocious boasts in tho arena, he ate threo of them, and 
achieved a glorious martyrdom by tho bolly-ache.
